Calf if Allowed to Grow would Be­ 
come a Marketable Steer. Wool 
Needed in the Army 


A plea in the interests of longevity 
for 
infantine 
bovines 
otherw ise 
calves and the lamb that Mary im ­ 
mortalized will be made by the wo­ 
men of Brainerd who are associated 
with and working under the direction 
of Mrs. R. B. W lthington, chairman 
of the woman’s auxiliary of the Pub­ 
lic Safety commission and the public 
as well as market men will be urged 
to cooperate. 


Signs, recommending 
that 
veal 
chopa and lamb stew s be forgotten 
for a time, at least during the per­ 
iod of the present world war. will be 
placed In a number of butcher shops 
of the city and the public is expected 
to forgo these table luxuries, in order 
that a practical movement in tire in ­ 
terests of food conservation, inaugur­ 
ated by tthe government and being 
put into operation in every state of 
the union, may be carried out su c­ 
cessfully. 
What it Means 
The consumer is not aware of what 
he really do**a when he buys veal for 
his table. 
The ordinary calf weighs 
about 110 lbs. and will produce about 
66 lbs. of veal.- 
You eat part of this 
calf. 
This same youngster, if given 
an opportunity to grow to the age of 
a marketable steer will weigh I f»0 ti 
lbs. 
If you do not buy veal, the 
butcher will not feel It necessary to 
carry it and the calf will grow Into 
975 lbs. of beef Instead «>f 66 lbs. of 
veal. 


The Lamb 
Take the case of the lamb. 
The 
amount of wool on a lamb is just one- 
half of the wool on a sheep. 
Your 
country needs wool for clothing the 
army, the navy and yurself. 
Permit 
the lamb to reach an age of maturity 
and you increase the production of 
woo! as well as mutton, you may deny 
yourself a certain kind of meat you 
enjoy but it is apparent to the man 
who thinks that the call of the gov­ 
ernment is a reasonable one and that 
this self-denial will work no special 
hardship on any of us. 


The Butcher 
Tile butcher carries what Ills cus­ 
tomers demand, 
lie is In business to 
supply a public demand and the bur­ 
den can not be paned on to him. 
It 
is up to the public, to every Individ­ 
ual and if the plan is carried out 
over the country, and it appears that 
it will he, the slaughter of calves and 
lambs will be cut down over 50 per 
cent and the supply of beef, wool and 
muttton Increased proportionally.

THE RED CROSS

Following its policy of caring for 
the health not only of the soldiers 
and sailors of the United States, but 
as well that of the civil population, 
the American Red Cross has estab­ 
lished a Bureau of Sanitary Service 
which will supplement and aslst Fed­ 
eral. State and local health author­ 
ities in meeting sanitary emergen- 
ies created by the war. 
The work 
of the bureau will center in the ci- 
\illan areas surrounding army can­ 
tonment!!. 
W hile sanitary control of National 
\riuy Canton men ta. National Guard 
Camps, and Naval Bases will be ex 
erclsed by the military authorities, 
the districts immediately adjoining 
these camps will be under no such 
jurisdiction. 
Yet the assembling of 
large bodle? 
of troops 
will create 
new sanitary conditions. 
These must 
be met to safeguard the health of 
civilians as well as of soldiers. 
The problem of milk supply, for 
example, 
will be greatly enlarged. 
The supply itself must be doubled 
and sometimes trebled. 
and 
this 
means Increased forces for Inspection. 
In the Southern states, where malaria 
is a danger, the Red Cross has a l­ 
ready undertaken efforts looking to­ 
ward tin* extermination of mosquitoes 
They must he eliminated not only 
in the camps proper, but iii the sur­ 
rounding country. Cleaning up pools 
and other breeding places within a 
mile radius of camps will mean cov­ 
ering from fifteen to sixty square 
miles. 
When local health authorities are 
Insufficiently equipped to meet these 
added problems, the lied Cross will 
offer the assistance of its bureau of 
sanitary 
service.

local organization in charge of san 
Batlon. 
Tile Public Health servlet 
will act as the advance agent, deeld 
lug in conjunction with the local

The Red Cross will Im 
prepared to furnish this unit with 
equipment and maintenance, Int Iud 
lug laboratory equipment, transpor 
tat ion, anti such supplies as dish) 
fectants and Screening to enable the 
poor to carry out the requisite sunt 
tare precautions In their homes. 
W. JI 
Frost, surgeon of the pub 
lie health service bus been assigned 
by the surgeon general at 
the r« 
quest of the Red Cress Wur Council 
as director of the bureau of sanitary 


s e r v i c e . 
Dr. Frost is one of the lead­ 
ers of his profession, and has had 
wide experience extending over thir­ 
teen years in the public health her 
vice.

has studied poliomyelitis In Buffalo 
and Batavia, N. Y .
